The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After extensive searching and analysis of the best prior art in light of Applicant's 
claimed invention, Examiner finds that the prior art references alone or in combination 
fail to disclose a transaction terminal for the visually impaired user wherein headphone 
insertion triggers a visually impaired person (VIP) application, and wherein sound is 
disabled to the external speakers until the completion and timing out of the VIP session, 
regardless of continued headphone insertion. Examiner is persuaded by Applicant's 
argument that sound disablement until the completion and timing out of the VIP session, 
regardless of headphone insertion, is an improvement over the prior art wherein 
removal of headphones redirected the audio back to the external speakers allowing 
anyone within hearing distance to listen to the remainder of the transaction.
